ARREST ORDERED

Lee G. Prim Charged 
With Having “Dope” at 
Penitentiary Here. 


A bench warrant for the arrest of 
‘Lee G. Prim, a prisoner in the Atlan- 


ita federal penitentiary was placed in 
the hands of Louis Crawford, United | 
| States marshal, Tuesday following an 
| indictment against the prisoner by a 
federal grand jury last Friday, charg- 
ing alleged violation of the Harrison 
|narcotic law and. the narcotic drug 
tana and export act. 

The indictment alleges that Prim 
| was found to be in possession of ap- 
proximately 150 grains of _ heroim 
while a prisoner in the federal penal 
institution. He is serving a five-year 
| term for a narcotie offense in Mur- 
\freesboro, Tenn., and at the time of 
‘the seizure of the narcotics was plac 
ed im solitary confinement, it was. re- 
‘ported, but would not disclose by 
‘what method or from whom he obtain- 
‘ed the drug. 

Officials in the narcotic office at 
‘the federal building, said - Tuesday 
afternoon that the offense for which 
Prim was indicted was committed in } 
‘April. They denied that there was 
‘any so-called “dope ring” in the pris- 
and added that virtually all drug 
Atlanta prison were 
‘transferred to Fort Leavenworth sev- 
leral weeks ago. 

Narcotic officials added that since 
Prim is serving a five-year sentence 
that it was possible that the indict- 
ment would nevér be préssed..

WASHINGTON, May 19.—(/)— 
‘Arthur’ J. Klein, alias Abrahim Ja- 
cob Klein, was indicted today by the 
federal grand jury on charges of 
conspiracy and bribery in connec- 
tion with an alleged effort to have 
his fingerprint records deleted from 
the files of the justice department.

Lock- 
out was said to have notified his 
superiors of the plan and was or- 
dered to continue in the scheme,

HOOVER EXPECTS 
GOST GUT IN 1932 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(4)— 
hrough his economy program, Presi- 
ent Hoover hopes to cut government 
spenditures to such an extent that 
tax increase will be unnecessary. 

By paring down the outlays of the 
arious government departments he 
xpects to save from $125,000,000 to 
(150,000,000 next year with other re- 
luctions in succeeding years. 

Since the program was begun two 
lepartments—the war and interior— 
iave adopted retrenchment plans and 
hree others—the treasury, postoffice 
ind agriculture—have been ordered 
o make surveys to ascertain where 
savings might be effected. 

One of the three latter departments 
will be studied this week-end at Presi- 
lent Hoover's Rapidan camp. It was 
here on previous week-ends that de- 
*isions were réached on the interior 
ind war department economies. 

Army Studies Elimination. 

In line with the program, the army 
general staff has enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of the separate branches of in- 
fantry, field artillery ‘nd quarter- 
masters corps to assist in the consid- 
eration of army posts which might be 
eliminated. 

Between 90 and 100 posts are un.- 
der consideration. Previously it had 
been announced that 20 to 30 army 
posts would be abandoned. 

Meanwhile, the treasury department 
began its survey to determine where 
expenses might be cut, but officials 
doubted much reduction could be ef- 
fected. 

The war department program is ex- 
pected to save at least $20,000,000. 
Interior department chiefs found ways 
of saving only about $4,000,000 for 
the fiscal year of 1932. For the next 
two years, however,

Georgia’s Senior Senator 
Largely Responsible for) 
Government Action. 


Action of the federal government in | 
setting aside the first week of June | 
as “National Cotton Week” is the 
direct outgrowth of activities of Sen- | 
ator William J. Harris of Georgia, it ' 
was recalled Tuesday afternoon when 
the senior senator from this state:

Announcement was made from 
Washington recently that the week of 
June 1-6 had been designated as “Na- | 
tional Cotton Week” with the sanction | 
of the secretaries of agriculture and 
commerce, for the purpose of stimu- 
lating interest in cotton and cotton | 
products. It is expected that with | 
cotton as the focal point of industry 
during that period, turnovers in) 
stocks of material and commodities: 
made of cotton or part cotton will | 
result in a distinct benefit to business 
as a whole. 

During an interview with Senator. 
Harris Tuesday afternoon it was re-! 
membered that five years ago Geor- 
gia’s senior solon had succeeded in 
incorporating into the house appro- 
priation bill which had just been re- 
ceived by the senate a provision for 
an annual fund of more than $70,000 
to be used by the secretaries of com- 
merce and agriculture “to investigate 
and find additional uses for cotton 
and cotton goods.” 

Interest of Cabinet Members. 

At that time Herbert Hoover was 
secretary of commerce. secretary 
Jardine, of the department of agri- 
culture, and Secretary Hoover took 
an active interest in developing new 
uses for cotton, Senator Harris said, 
and it was largely through their ef- 
forts that scores of new fields for cot- 
ton fiber were discovered. In this 
the American Textile Institute co- 
operated. 

“National Cotton Week,” said Sen- 
ator Harris, “should prove a great 
help to the industry. It is only by 
taking care of the surplus cotton that 
we can hope to provide cotton grow- 
ers with a means for receiving a fair 
price for their labor. Cotton has been 
the principal product of the south for 
150 years and it will be the principal 
product of the south for the next 150 
years,” 

It is the duty of the federal govern- 
ment, the senator added, to recognize 
the extent of the country’s cotton sur- 
jlus and to aid in every way that will 
Sais the grower to receive a more 
equitable living from his efforts. 

Senator Harris has been in attend- 
ance at the cotton festivals at Macon 
and Augusta, he said, and in both 
those cities he found keen enthusiasm 
over the outlook for “National Cot- 
ton Week.” He left Atlanta late 
Tuesday afternoon for Albany, where 
today he will attend the conference of 
the Georgia Forestry Association. 
Senator Harris is a member of the 
national forestry preservation commis- 
sion, and his interests in this field are 
diversified. 

He was primarily active in obtain- 
ing an appropriation of $50,000 to be 
used as a fund for construction of a 
station in the southeast where re- | 
search will be conducted in the naval 
stores industry. Mr. Harris Tuesday 
said he is extremely hopeful that such | 
a station will be located in Georgia, ; 
the chief naval stores producing state | 
in the world. 

In addition he has succeeded in ob- 
taining appropriations ranging from} 
$10,000 a year to $35,000 annually, | 
as at present, for experimentation by 
the government_into the manufacture 
of paper from Georgia pine trees.

SOME MUTS SMOKE IF IT COSTS 
A LEG. 


Thromboangiitis obliterans is the 


' frightful name of the disease, and it is 


just as frightful as it sounds. In sim- 
ple English it is a kind of chronic in- 
flammation with clotting or obstruc- 
tion of the main blood vessels, espe- 
cially in the legs, though sometimes 
in the arms, It not rarely leads to 
gangrene which makes amputation of 


the limb necessary. 

Some years ago a New York physi- 
cian reported a series of several hun- 
dred cases of thromboangiitis oblit- 
erans he had.treated. All his patients 
were Jews; all were excessive smok- 
ers, usually of cigarets; 
how many of them gave a leg or two 
for their smoking, but it was plenty. 

It is very easy to smoke too many 
cigarets, once you've taken up smok- 
ing; the more you smoke the easier 
it is to have another, Now we Irish 
find it different. with the pipe. The 
more you smoke your old, pipe the 
harder it is to have another, After 
three or four pipefuls the danged 
thing gets so powerful that you just 
quail at the thought of another bout 
with it today, and so you worry along 
till tomorrow. 

If the Jews were Scotchmen I could 
give them another good hint in regard 
to the comparative cost of cigarets or 


‘cigars and pipe smoking, but we've 


given the foreigners enough attention 
for one day. 

Young women who smoke should

According to officials at 
quarters, Carlton has been 
of the fire department since about 
1910 and has been secretary § and 
treasurer of the firemen’s association 
since October, 1907. The association

was chartered in 1887 and is ia the! 


form of a benefit or relief fund for 
the firemen. 


A bench warrant was issued for | 


Carlton's arrest following the return 
of the true bill and his bond fixed at 
$10,000. Officials in the sheriff's of- 
fice early Tuesday night stated that 
Carlton had not been arrested, but 
that it was understood that he would 
come to the offiee this morning and 
post the bond, pending his trial. 

The petition does not name a spe- 
cific date of the alleged embezzlement 
but intimates that the money was al- 
legediy taken piecemeal from “time 
to time.” The paper reads in part,

ROBINSON SEEKS 
REDUCED TARIFF 


\Lower Schedule Will Aid 


Prosperity, Senator De- 
clares. 


AUBURN, Ala.. May 19.—(#)— 
Downward révision of the United 
States tariff and restoration of the 
value of silver and its use as money 
in India were described in an ‘address 
here today by Senator Joe T. Robin- 
sen, of Arkansas, as essentials for a 
return of prosperity. 

Many believers in moderate protec- 
tiou, Senator Robinson told the grad- 
vation class of Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, have confessed congress has 
“gone too far,” and the “present tariff 
system is primarily responsible for the 
existence of large surpluses of Amer- 


ican products, which more than any 
other cause, have resulted in the pres- 
ent economic - crisis.”’ 

Senator Robinson predicted if 
tariff rates are lowered, it will be 
by congress and not by the tariff com. 
mission, adding “in the history of 
that body there is nothing to justify 
the hope our foreign ecommerce will 
quickened and expanded.” 


Establishment of a gold basis in 
India, he said, and the decline in the 
yalue of silver in China has cut in 
half the purchasing power of those 
countries and of more than one-third 
of the world’s population. 

“The depreciation of silver,” Sen- 
ator Robinson said, “has reacted to 
the restriction of commerce generally 
at a time when expansion and stimu- 
lation are essential to offset mass 
production and unemployment.” 

With a few countries holding most 
of the gold, the Arkansas senator said 
a billion and a half dollars are left 
for the use of the 1,600,000,000 re- 
maining inhabitants of the globe, or 
less than one dollar each. 

“When it is realized this pittance 
is not evenly distributed,” he said, 
“the necessity for restoration of the 
value of silver and its use as money 
in India and China becomes appar- 
ent.” 

Discussing agriculture, Senator 
Robinson said “the United States will 
find it more and more difficult to 
dispose of surplus staple agricultural 
products in those spheres where pos- 
sible consumption is naturally so 
great that for practical purposes it is 
unlimited—South America, Asia and 

jJurope—if we force producers in 
those continents to find their markets 
among themselves and deny them ac- 
cess to our own,

‘Death of McAleer 
Is Laid to Suicide 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, May 
19.—(4)—A death certificate 
signed by Coroner M. E. Hayes 
and found in the board of health 
office here today said James A. 
MeAleer, former major league 
baseball manager. whose death 
was announced April 29, com- 
mitted suicide. 


The certificate gave the cause 
of death as “gun shot wounds, 
self-inflicted in the head.” 

The shooting took place April 
28 and MeAleer died the next 
day. It was announced then 
that he died from a lingering ill- 
ness, and following an opera- 
tion. 

Friends said today that Me- 
Aleer had been suffering from 
cancer and quoted him as say- 
ing: “If it doesn’t get better, 
I'm going to help it along.”

NEW YORK, May 19.—The fact 
that the general stock market showed 
some rallying power late in the day, 
following the establishment of a num- 
ber of new low records earlier in 
the session, sent the Street home to- 
day hopeful that liquidation was dry- 
ing up. Much of the improvement, 
however, was attributed to short cov- 
ering by big professional operators. 

New low prices registered included 
American Telephone & Telegraph, 
New York Central, Steel common, 
American Can, J. I. Case, Kennecott 
Copper, Columbia Gas and Interna- 
tional Nickel. While some _ stocks 
showed acute weakness at times, there 
was no disorder in the general mar- 
ket. 

There was less urgent selling of the 
railroad stocks which closed with net 
gains for the day, notwithstanding 
reliable reports that the figures on 
ear loadings fer the week ending May 
9, to be reported tomorrow, would 
show a reduction of about 20,000 cars 
compared with the preceding week.

Green Charges Banking In- 
terests Seeking To Force 
Reduction in Wages. 


HOUSTON, Texas, May 19.—(#)>— 
President William Green, of the 


American Federation of Labor, de- 
elared here today “bankers have 
proved themselves to be mighty poor 
doctors in treating the economic ills 
of ‘the bituminous coal industry and 
should not be permitted to prescribe 
for other industrial patients.” 

He reiterated charges that “pow- 
erfnl banking interests” were seeking 
to force a general reduction in wages, 
and said it was the “solemn duty of 
the wage earners of.the nation to re- 
sist.” Mr. Green addressed the con- 
vention of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. .

try as one where wages had been “re- 
duced below the subsistence level,” 
and said the industry was, neverthe- 
less, “on the verge of bankruptcy.” 

“It is most extraordinary that bank- 
ers should demand that other indus- 
tries become deflated, that wages be 
reduced and, as a resuit, employers 
and workers be reduced to the dis- 
tressing, miserable economic level 
reached by the bituminous coal indus- 
try,” he said, 

Concerning the view that declines 
in commodity prices should be con- 
sidered in fixing the pay of labor, 
| Mr. Green declared the “decline... 
does not correspond with the reduc- 
'tion in earning power which labor 
-has sustained due to unemployment, 
either wholly or in part.” 


It was the responsibility of man- 
agement, the federation president said, 
to “find ways and means of reducing 
commodity costs without reducing 
wages.” “ 

“Reduce production costs, but build 
and strengthen the consuming mar- 
ket. Keep wages high and costs low.” 

In closing, Mr. Green said it was 
“gratifying” that many “influential 
employers of labor are standing with 
labor,” and declared “the greatest

the report submitted by President 


| Gates W. McGarrah, of the Bank for 
6! International Settlements. 


None of the distinguished repre 
sentatives of 24 nations offered any 
comment on the first year’s adminis- 
‘tration. Afterward several explained 


the bank is-.something entirely new 
in the world’s financial history and 
nobody felt competent to make perti- 
nent observation on the management’s 
report. 

Such matters as what the bank did 
in attempts to stabilize the Spanish 
and Jugo-Slavian exchanges, or in ad- 
vising Austria were not touched in 
the report. 

In the opinion of most of the dele- 
gates the best feature of the bank is 
its function as a clearing house of 
information for fhe central banks of 
the world. 

Favorable comment was called forth 
by the bank’s efforts toward the adop- 
‘tion by central banks of common con- 
ditions for the purchase of gold. 

As Mr. McGarrah pointed out, gold 
to the value of more than one billion 
francs held abroad in various places 
has been reported to the world bank 
to enable it to serve as a clearing in- 
termediary for banks wishing to move 
gold from one market to another with- 
out unnecessary physical shipment. 

Regarding the bank’s function as a 
bank of reparations, there was little 
talk among the delegates, for this is 
considered an automatic matter. As 
for its function as suggested in the 
Young plan of opening new fields for 
commerce, there appears to be a gen- 
eral inclination to let the management 
feel its way cautiously.
